The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: USPN 4092433 is the 
closest prior art to the instant invention. USPN '433 teaches a method of applying the 
benzoquinones (e.g., 1,4-benzoquinone, 2-methylbenzoquinone) to bodies of water (river, pond, 
irrigation canal) to control mollusk pests. However, the prior art does not teach or suggest 
applying benzoquinones to ballast water tanks infected with mollusk pests in order to control 
them. The treatment of ballast water reduces the transport of mollusk infected water as well as 
the discharge of the infected water into bodies of water. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
